ducing either, but by promoting a Spirit of Unani- 
mity and Concord, always recommended from the 
Throne, conftantly encouraged by the Adminiftra- 
tion, and everlaftingly reviled and ridiculed by the 
pretended Patriots, who, at the fame Time that they 
own and fupport the Caufe of our Grievances, moft 
impudently, as well as malicioufly, charge the Effects 
of the Caufe upon others, even upon fuch as would 
moft willingly redrefs them.
